KEEP fit and sport coaching is 
available to overweight people in 
Barking and Dagenham - for free. 

The scheme follows news that 
more than 60 per cent of people in 
the area are either obese or over¬ 
weight. 

Active Sport4Life has been 
launched by Barking and 
Dagenham Council for anyone 
aged over 14 who doesn't already 


exercise. 

Council leader, Liam Smith, 
urged people to get involved. 

He said: “Taking up sport can be 
a great way to improve fitness. It 
can reduce the risk of coronary 
heart disease, help with weight 
loss, reduce stress and anxiety, and 
control blood sugar levels, as well 
as improve the quality of life and 
overall health. 

“This programme is a great way 
for inactive people to take up sport 
while having a really committed 


support network there to help every 
step of the way.” 

GPs can also refer patients who 
suffer from low self-esteem, stress 
or anxiety, loneliness or depression 
to the programme.The scheme is 
funded by Sport England. 

It includes an initial health assess¬ 
ment, with regular review meet¬ 
ings, 12 weeks of free sports ses¬ 
sions with a qualified coach in a 
chosen sport, a dedicated personal 
programme to meet individual 
needs, and a chance to continue 


participation with local clubs for a 
further nine months with sub¬ 
sidised membership and fees. 
Although the programme is 
designed to improve health and fit¬ 
ness, all activities are inclusive and 
suitable for all abilities, even those 
who have never participated in 
sport before.

Fatting your pet first 
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Volunteers complete first 
phase of Grotto project 


VOLUNTEERS have completed the 
first phase of a major conservation 
project at Wanstead Park. 

Groups from Redbridge, Waltham 
Forest and Newham along with 
Wanstead Sports and Leisure, St 
Mary's Church and English Heritage 
have been working to help improve 
views of The Grotto. 

They have cleared woody vegeta¬ 
tion and brambles from the orna¬ 
mental waters around the historic 
local landmark as part of the City of 
London Corporation's Wanstead 
Park Regeneration Project. 

Geoff Sinclair, head of forest oper¬ 
ations at the corporation, said: “The 
aim is to provide better views of the 
building and enhance its value as a 
focal point in the landscape of the 
park. We are grateful to the Friends 
of Wanstead Parklands for their valu¬ 
able involvement in planning these 
works.” 

The project will now move into its 
second phase to clear vegetation 
from the Grotto itself followed by a 
final phase to assess the remaining 
mature trees near the site and carry 
out any remedial works. 

Dwight Wood, chairman of the 
Wanstead Park Steering Group and 
Friends of Wanstead Parklands, said: 
“This a brilliant part of the great new 
push to get this nationally important 
park off the at risk register. All major 
stake holders in and surrounding the 
Wanstead Park including the friends 
and associated groups from across 



East London are really pleased to be 
part of this positive project.” 

The Grotto, which opened to the 
general public in 1882, was original¬ 
ly designed as a boathouse. It was 
constructed around 1760 by John 
Child at a similar time to The Temple 
in Wanstead Park. 

The Grotto was famous for its inte¬ 
rior reflective decoration including 
quartz and amethyst, but the build¬ 
ing was destroyed by fire in 1884. 
Fragments from The Grotto are on 
display at The Temple. 

The City of London Corporation is 
planning to run guided walks to The 
Grotto during the summer.

Overseas paramedics needed 
to fill 250 vacancies in London 


THE London Ambulance Service 
is set to recruit paramedics from 
outside Europe for the first time. 

Bosses at the ambulance service 
have been granted permission from 
the UK Border Agency to begin 
recruiting paramedics from over¬ 
seas to help fill around 250 vacant 
posts in the capital. 

The move, which comes during a 
national shortage of paramedics, 
means that the ambulance trust can 
sponsor 100 work visas for non- 
European people every year. 

Mark Whitbread, director of 
paramedic education and develop¬ 
ment at the ambulance trust, said: 
“Year-on-year increases in demand 
and a requirement to have more

greater number of paramedics. The 
same applies for other ambulance 
trusts across the UK but there are 
only a finite number of registered 
British paramedics.” 

The London Ambulance Service 
is particularly keen to recruit peo¬ 
ple from Australia and New 
Zealand because they provide para¬ 
medic training that is similar to the 
UK. But the trust is also working 
with UK universities, sponsoring 
student paramedics and encourag¬ 
ing ex-military personnel to con¬ 
sider the ambulance service. 

Mr Whitbread added: “While we 
are doing all we can to encourage 
people to consider para-medicine as 
a career, we are now going to look 
overseas to help bridge the gap.” 

The national shortage of para¬ 
medics is affecting 
ambulance trusts 
across the country, 
which has now 
prompted the 

Association of 

Ambulance Chief 
Executives (AACE) 
to join forces with 
Health Education 
England to try and 
tackle the recruitment 
problem. 

Martin Flaherty, 
managing director of 
the AACE, said: “We 
are working closely 
with the special health 
authority to improve 
the situation while 
ambulance trusts 
across the country are 
also having to think of 
ever-more creative 
ways to recruit to 
vacant posts.” 

Ambulance trusts 
that recruit from 
overseas will have to 
ensure that all candi¬ 
dates undergo a short 
conversion course 
before they treat 
patients in the UK.

FI legend James Hunt will be one of four 
racing icons to be inducted into the Motor 
Sport magazine Hall of Fame this year. 

Hunt, who died in 1993, will always be 
remembered as one of the sport’s biggest 
personalities - more so now that his title 
duel with arch-rival Niki Lauda in 1976 has 
been immortalised in movie Rush. 

The Briton took the world crown that year 
but Lauda beat him into the Hall of Fame as 
one of motor sport’s 25 greatest names 
already inducted. Motor Sport’s Damien 
Smith said: “James Hunt belongs in rarified 
company as a great British sporting hero 
who transcended the arena that made him 
famous to become a genuine national - if 
not global - icon. During the 1970s you did¬ 


n’t need to be a motor racing fan to know 
who James Hunt was. 

“Clearly, he was a natural star, but the 
force of his personality sometimes means 
his ability and achievements as a truly 
exceptional racing driver are overlooked. 

“It was his competitive instinct, bravery 
and sheer speed that carried him to the 
1976 FI World Championship and he fully 
deserves to join former rivals such as Niki 
Lauda, Jody Scheckter and Mario Andretti in 
our exclusive club of legends.” 

No fewer than 15 members of the Hunt 
family were present at London’s Royal 
Opera House to see the accolade presented 
to James’ eldest son, Tom Hunt, last week. 

Look out for re-runs of highlights of the 
event which was broadcast in an FI Show 
Special on Sky Sports FI.

TWO late goals from James Collins and 
Mohamed Diame secured three more 
priceless Barclays Premier League 
points for West Ham United, although 
visitors Norwich will be scratching 
their heads as to how they contrived to 
leave Upton Park empty handed.
